J t's been called the “Pool Fund,” the 
i Arena Fund,” the “Ball Diamond Fund” 
-- and many other things. But no matter 
what you know it as, if you attended Re- 
deemer between 1986 and 1995 you have 
paid a $100 “Student Recreation Fee.” 
And now, after some confusion, much 
discussion, and many delays, there is a 
comprehensive agreement in place that 
sets out what has happened with the fee 
that has been collected, and how itis ta be 
administered in the future. 

The Student Recreation Facility Fee 
was a student initiative that was first col- 
lected in 1986. The idea was to create a 
fund, through student donations, that 
would over time be used to construct a 
recreation facility on the planned new cam- 
pus. It was to be a gift by students for the 
use of students and alumni. However, as 
time went on and no pool or rink or dia- 
mond was built, the original heady ideals 
of the fund became less clear, and stu- 
dents and alumni began to question what 
was happening with their $100 fee. Nu- 


merous Student Senates and Alumni. 


Boards have dealt with this issue, and it 
became clear that a single, comprehensive 
agreement was needed to clarify the situ- 
ation. 

There have been three stages in the 
fund’s history: 
1) Monies collected from 1986 to 1989 
were donated by the Alumni Board to the 
Redeemer Foundation as part of the LIFT 
Campaign. The amount of $95,779 went 
into a restricted, interest-bearing account 
administered by the College, known a 
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The Student Recreation Fee agreement was signed 
April 12 by three presidents: Joy Miedema, 
(Alumni Association), Shawn deRaaf (Student 
Senate) and Dr. Justin Cooper (College). 


the Alumni Scholarship Endowment Fund 
(ASEF). The interest that ASEF generates 
is transferred to the Redeemer Foundation 
to help fund its Leadership Scholarship 
program. Each year since 1990, ASEF has 
generated revenue to fund 5-7 scholarships, 
valued at $1,250 each, for in-coming stu- 
dents who have demonstrated gifts in Chris- 
tian leadership. 

2) The Student Recreation Facility Fee that 
was collected between 1989-94 was tem- 
porarily redirected by Senate to fund li- 
brary expansion. This money, plus an ad- 


ditional $100,000, (fora total of $308,000), 
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Fee agreement signed and sealed 


will be put back into the Fund once 
the College undertakes a capital cam- 
paign. 

3) For the years 1994-97, funds col- 
lected are being placed in a special 
account; interest on these funds will 
be paid at the rate paid for Redeemer 
College Mortgage Bonds and these 
funds will grow until a recreation 
facility is constructed. 

Asthe fund approaches an estimated 
$450,000 by the end of 1997, deci- 
sions need to be made on how big the 
fund should grow, and how it will be 
spent. In his remarks at the signing 
ceremony, Dr. Cooper expressed his 
appreciation to Senate and the 
Alumni Board for working to re- 
solve this issue in a positive spirit. 
Dr. Cooper called this a “significant 
agreement, demonstrating the desire 
and commitment of the College to 
work cooperatively with students 
and alumni.” Much like the process 
that was in place before construction 
began on the new campus, students 
(and now alumni), will have a voice in what 
will be constructed during the next capital 
campaign. 

The agreement puts into one document 
all the different pieces of this arrangement, 
some of which were originally done ver- 
bally, or which were spread among differ- 
ent departments at the College. The origi- 
nal intent of the fund--to create a recreation 
facility--is now solidly in place, as is the 
mechanism for closing the agreement and 
determining what is to be built. Copies of 
the agreement can be obtained by contact- 
ing the Alumni Office at the College.
